HOW TO PLANT 
AND FEED A ROSE BUSH. 


We are asked right along for our ideas of Planting and Feeding Roses, also 
Rhododendrons, Azaleas and other acid plants. The only sure way of knowing the 
value of such information is to “put it to work” for a few selected plants and deter- 


mine results for yourself. 
ROSES (Already Planted ) 


1—Love a friable, dampish (not wet) soil. Work into the soil 3” deep two (2) 
cupfuls of finely powdered Tobacco Powder (page 7) all around the bush and 
6” from it. Do this during April or May or when bud leaf first appears. 
Wet down. 

2—During early May (regardless of when the Tobacco Powder is applied) apply 
one (1) cupful of GAO ROSE FOOD to a 2 year and older bush, 6” from stalk 
and all around the bush in a circular trench 3” deep. Place a thin layer of grass 
clippings on top on the Food in the trench and then twice fill trench with water 
and let it soak in before replacing earth in trench to ground level.

4—During early July—Repeat No. 1. 

5—During early August—Repcat No. 2.

PLANTING A NEW ROSE BUSH 


; Dig the hole wide enough to accommodate the longest root. Deep enough to 
bring the grafting bud to ground level. Put a few flat stones at the bottom of the 
hole and cover with 3” of grass clippings, straw or peat moss and then 2” of sifted 
earth. Sift the balance of the earth dug from hole and with this mix two (2) cupfuls 
of GSO ROSE FOOD and the same amount of fine Tobacco Powder.

The analysis is 3% of nitrogen, 20% of phosphoric acid (nearly twice as high 
as any existing formula today) and 3% of potash.

Try as little as 5 pounds. Apply in April, again in early June and again in 
September. Four cupfuls to a plant 3 feet high with a 3 to 5 foot spread. 
Work it in 2 inches and soak down with water. 

A heavy acid soil is nearly the 
whole answer to satisfactory plants 
in this group. 

Acidity is expressed in terms of 
pH. A 7 pH soil is considered neu- 
tral in reaction. Above 7 pH is alka- 
line and below is on the acid side. 
Some growers like a pH of 6.5 but 
try for around 5 pH and notice the 
amazing difference. That’s where 
our 3-20-3 counts every time. Vs. 
so-called formulas with only half the 
actual elements required. 

Try this, too—Save apple parings 
and tea leaves and we especially 
recommend TOBACCO POWDER 
(page 7) worked into the soil all 
around these plants for three good 
reasons: (1) The pll goes down;

Spade up or disc the earth and while the ground is rough and 
fallow, apply a 10 quart pailful of Peat Moss to 50 sq. ft. (or sec- 
tions of 5’x 10’) and add 3 lbs. of TOBACCO POWDER on the same 
50 sq. ft. Now begin raking out sticks and stones and roughly level 
off.

This 
is a white crystaline substance having an ether-like odor and vaporiz- 
ing quickly in Summer temperatures. It produces fumes heavier than 
air which rapidly permeate the soil and the Borer tunnels in the tree. 


HOW TO LOCATE BORERS IN THE TREES 


While the mature Borer is about an inch long, yellowish white and 
with a dark reddish head with brownish hair arising from the tubicles. 
Hardly ever seen because they are inside of tree but can be located 
by the frass or gum found exuding from the trunk and branches. 


Level and clean soil around tree. Make trench an inch deep and 
2 inches from the trunk of the tree. Fill this with P.D.B. around at 
the rate of 1 oz. for an average sized tree, 1% ozs. for large tree, 
%4 of an ounce for tree four to five years old and about % ounce for 
a tree up to three years old. As soon as this is done make a mound 
of earth in the shape of a cone with the peak of the cone around the 
trunk of the tree and wet earth a little on the top. Stamp earth down 
with back of spade. Under these conditions will take three to six 
weeks for P.D.B. to evaporate. 


While talking about Peach Trees the same recommendation would 
apply to other trees.
